Naples, July 30. 
HE Tranfports which failed from hence 
under the secret of three Men of War 
on the 27th Ioftant, are to bring back 
rom Sicily 11 Batallions of the Empe- 
rour’s Troops commanded by Counc Bonneval, who 
had Orders to land with them at Orbitello, but it 
isnow believed he will go dire&ly to Genoa, and 
thence march to Lombardy, without 
through Tufcany. Two of our Gallics, wit shots 
of Sicily, are ordered to fecure the Coafts of that 
Ifland from the Corfairs of Barbary ; who have 
taken fome Veffele which were fent to Termini, to 
traniport to Barcelona all rhat remain of theSpanifh 
Troops in Sicily, and thishad hindered their in- 
tire imbarkation, which the Marquefs de Lede 
haftens by nis Orders as much as poffible. We 
learn by the lat Letters from Sicily, that the Duke 
of Monteleon Viceroy had demanded a very con- 
fiderabie Subfidy of that Kingdom, and that the 
Cisies of Palermo and Meffina were ufing all their 
Efforts to gaife immediately the greateft Part,the reft 
being to be paid at fome little Diftance of Time. 
For feveral Days paft abundance of Rain has fallen 
here, which is very feafonable and beneficial, the 
Fraits of the Earth having fuffcred very much 
by the great Droughts. 

Rome, Aug. 3. ho’ the Difficulties raifed b 
the Pretenfions of Cardinal Alihan are terminated, 
the Duy of his &lemn Entry is not yet fixed: He 
ft:ll continues here incognito, and waits for Orders 
from the Court of Vicona, The Pope havin 
caufed an Eftimate to be made of the Damage fal 
tained from the German Treops in theie Paffage, 
it was found to amount to a very large Sum, and 
it has been refolved in a Congregation held on that 
Affair, to fend again Sig. Odcy to Naples: He is 
charged to make new Ioftances, for procuring Pay- 
ment of the Sume which bad been promifed, for 
making good to the Ecclefiaftical State, the Da- 
mage done in the Paffage of thofe Troops at feve- 
ral Places.

Madrid, Aug. 13. The King, the Queen, the 
Prince, and the lofantes continue at the K{curial 
and on St. Lawrence’s Day, which isthe Feftiv 
of that Monaftery, their Majethies were prefent at 
divine Service.
